CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


_ .HYACINTHS IN POTS.—It is important in the pot culture of Hyacinths to have rich, 
light soil. If the bulbs are to be potted singly, 5-inch pots are the proper size. Cover the 
hole in the pot with a piece of broken pot, and over this place a layer of moss which will 
keep the soil from clogging the drainage thus provided. Break off any offsets which appear 
at the base of the bulbs, and, in potting, place each bulb so that its top shall be half an inch 
below the surface of the soil and an inch below the rimof the pot. Usea5-inch pot for single 
bulb or four in a 6-inch pot. Give a good watering and set away in a cool place, covering 
them with about 3 to 5 inches of coal ashes orsand. Let them remain here for eight or ten 
weeks, bringing them to the light as wanted, 

HYACINTHS IN GLASSES.—The single varieties are, with a few exceptions, best 
adapted to this mode of culture. They produce finer flower spikes than the double. Fill the 
glass with clear soft water, so as nearly to touch the base of the bulb, putting a small piece 
of charcoal in each glass to keep the water pure and afford some nourishment. The filled 
glasses should be placed in a dry, cool, dark place, and kept there until the roots almost 
touch the bottom of the glass, when they may be exposed gradually tothelight. If the 
water in the glasses becomes foul or diminished, replace it with fresh water. 

GARDEN CULTURE.—Bulbs may be planted from September to December in any good, 
well-drained garden soil, which has previously been well enriched and dug from 12 to 18 
inches. Bulbs should be set 6 inches apart and 6inches deep. Before the ground freezes, 
cover the beds with material, such as leaves, straw, pine branches, etc., toa depth of 
4inches. Do not uncover too early in Spring.

LILIUMS 


The lily is one of the most beautiful and ornamental of 
bulbous plants. To those who have been unsuccessful in 
growing this class of bulbs we would recommend them 
to follow our cultural directions carefully. 

Lilies should be potted immediately upon receipt, if 
intended for growing in pots or for forcing. Thesoil should 
be rich, the pot well drained. The bulb should be set 
about half-way below the surface or rim of the pot and 
lightly covered with soil. After potting, give a thorough 
watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady situation, 
then cover with ashes or longstraw. After they have stood 
from three weeks to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring 
inside, in a temperature of about 60°; let the plants grow 
slowly under a bench or some other suitable place until 
about 6 inches high; then place on top of the bench. About 
two months before Easter they can be brought into a 
warmer temperature and gradually forced into flower and 
height at onetime. An occasional application of liquid cow 
manure, starting about six weeks before flowering time, 
will stimulate the plant wonderfully. Thorough rooting 
is the most essential point.

It must be borne in mind that the soil stays warm 
at this season long after the air is cold and roots will grow until the ground freezes. 
Plants well established seldom suffer from fall planting. 

The great advantage of setting stock out at this season, and this applies 
equally well to shrubbery, is that when spring opens the plants are in the ground 
and are ready to grow the first warm day, without a loss of time.

CAMPANULA PERSICIFOLIA ALBA 


Use, Soil, Position, Etc. 


The Columbine is one of the most beautiful hardy 
perennials producing graceful spurred flowers on stems 
2 feet or more above the beautiful dark green divided 
foliage. They are much prized also for cut flower purposes 
making dainty decorations. They are one of the most 
important of our early hardy flowers and should be 
grown in quantity, being easy to establish and thriving 
in almost any situation. Splendid subjects for natural- 
izing in a semi-wild garden. 


Arabis thrive well in a hot, dry situation and make a 
good covering for walls or rock garden, also front row 
in hardy border. They come into bloom very early 
and can be planted in beds filled with Hyacinths and 
Tulips in Fall. 


Armerias require a good drained loam. A good plant 
for front of border, graves or rockery. Dwarf, compact, 
evergreen foliage. Excellent for cutting. 


A useful class of plants either for the perennial border 
or the shrubbery. The variety Lactiflora is especially 
desirable producing long, graceful panicles of creamy 
white flowers. 


Requires good, deep soil and full sun. Fine for cutting; 
should be in every collection on account of its splendid 
color. 


Waldmeister is used for May wine. Creeping plant 
with hay-scented leaves; suitable for planting in shade, 
shrubbery or woodland. 


These are amongst the showiest of our hardy perennials 
coming into bloom at a time when most other flowers are 
on the wane. They will succeed in any good garden 
soil. 


Strong growing plant suitable for specimen in border, 
dark green foliage deeply cut, requires full sun and deep 
loam, 


Valuable for edging beds or clumps in front of border. 


A beautiful tall growing, hardy perennial, fine for back 
of borders, planting amongst shrubbery, or for center 
of large perennial beds. Thrives in ordinary garden soil. 


These Aster-like hardy plants are useful for cutting 
especially the Latisquama type, remaining in bloom a 
long time; require good rich soil and an open situation 
in border or shrubbery. 


A large beautiful and most important family for the 
flower garden. The dwarf species are charming for 
rock gardens, being as a rule, not difficult to cultivate. 
The Canterbury Bell is familiar and an old favorite, 
and is to be hadin many colors. The habit of the plant 
as a rule is compact, ranging from 18 to 24 inches in 
height. The Canterbury Bells are most effective when 
planted in the mixed borders near the early Phloxes. 
The Persicifolia varieties are good perennial plants and 
the new double white variety Moerheimi is especially 
good, producing large spikes of double Camellia like 
flowers from the middle of May until late in July. 


Pyramidalis is a tall growing species sending up its 
stalks of bloom 5 to 6 feet in height during August and 
continuing to bloom for six weeks or more. This variety 
makes splendid specimens for piazza decoration if grown 
in large pots or tubs.

The beauty of the Iris is proverbial and 
wonderful landscape effects may be obtained 
by planting them either on the edges of streams, 
along walks and drives and at the borders of 
shrubbery, or in a rockery. Although naturally 
a water plant, the Iris grows well in any soil and by 
planting the proper variety with judgment a succes- 
sion of blooms may be had extending over a periods 
of nearly three months, commencing with the 
Pumilas the latter part of April and extending 
through July with the Interregna, German, Japanese 
and Siberian varieties in succession. While usually 
considred entirely as an outdoor flower, the Iris is 
very satisfactory as a cut flower. The blooms can 
be cut just before opening and placed in water and 
they then acquire a delicacy which they do not have 
when in the open. One bloom will remain open for 
days, then it wanes and another takes its place. If, 
however, you are to ship them, don’t wait for the 
full bloom for they are fragile and mar easily; the 
most forward buds should be wound lightly with 
raffia which can be removed without injury on arrival 
at destination. 

The most favorable time for transplanting is the 
last of August to the middle of September, as they 
are then dormant. Barely cover the rhizomes and 
avoid fresh manure when planting. Mulch in the 
fall with good rotted manure which may be spaded 
in in the spring. Leave them undisturbed for four 
years when they may be divided and transplanted. 

No home in the city or country should be without 
some of these plants for nearly all of the varities 
are perfectly hardy and easy of cultivation.

The beauty and usefulness of these grand border plants give them a deservedly 

first place among the hardy plants. The best* effects to be had with Phlox are 
produced by planting masses of each color. A very wide range of color is now to 
be had and planting them in this manner, the Phlex will be the pride of the garden. 

They succeed in almost any soil enriched with manure, but are much benefited 
by a mulching of well rotted manure in spring, and in hot weather an occasional 
soaking of water. 

The flowering period is from the early part of July to the middle of Sep- 
tember and they grow to heights varying from 1 to 3 and even 4 feet. If the first 
flower spikes are cut off as soon as over, and the plants are given a good soaking, 
a second crop of bloom extending until late in the fall may be expected.

There is no hardy perennial which equals the Peony in beauty and usefulness. Once 

planted, the plants and flowers increase in size and beauty with age. They are as hardy as 

and as handsome (many as fragrant) as roses. When the plants are through blooming 
they are as handsome and ornamental as most of the hardy shrubs. The plants are practi- 
cally immune from insects. We would advise our customers to beware of ‘‘cheap’’ Peonies. 
An inferior variety will take as much care and space as a choice one, and the first cost of a 
Peony is nothing compared to the disappointment after years of waiting. 

Planting. An important point to observe is not to plant too deeply. The roots should 
be placed so that the crowns (or eyes) are covered with two or three inches of soil. Planting 
too deep is often the cause of shy blooming. 

The best time for planting the Peony is from the middle o! 
Time of Planting August to the first of October. 

Small—divided roots, 3-5 eyes. 

Medium—1 and 2 years from division. 

Large—4 and 5 year old clumps.

ABOUT PRUNING 


It is very important that the root system and amount of branches balance. 
No matter how carefully the trees may be dug a portion of the roots are broken 
or cut off and the balance that existed is deranged. It is therefore necessary 
that the branches be pruned. Many people are not aware of this and will plant 
exactly as received from the nursery. A more fatal error could not be made. 
Prune the branches of fruit trees 5 to 7 ft. in height with 3 to 5 ft. clear stem back 
to within 3 to 4 buds of their base. Cut back all broken or bruised roots smoothly 
to sound wood. 

We shall be glad to prune fruit and other trees ready for planting if requested. 
In that case, however, our customers cannot expect to receive trees that answer 
our specifications as to height for the catalogue sizes are for trees unpruned. All 
specimen fruit trees will be pruned before shipping unless our customer 
expressly states that he does not wish this done.
